Mrt Gromyko responded in a message 
delivered by Ambassador Anatoly F. Do- 
brynin late Thursday, and he reportedly 
reiterated Moscow’s- 4 position that the 
Soviet Union was backing Poland’s ef- 
forts to solve its problems by itself and 
that Western countries should not inter- 
jfere.v.^— .
